The Tuesday evening session of 
the Conference of the Interchurch 
‘World Movement, that is meeting 
at Trinity Methodist church, was 
featured by an address by Dr. W. 
W. Scudder, in which the speaker 
reviewed the foreign survey that is 
being undertaken by the combined. 
efforts of the evangelical denomina- 
tions of the world. 


“When western civilization im- 
posed its industrial, economic and 
political systems wpon the nations 
of the Far East, it was at the same 
time obligated to contribute a moral 
and spiritual force to combat the 
attendant evils which arise from 
the western developments,” stated 
Dr. Scudder. “This obligation has 
only been partially met,” he added, 


térprise of American churches, and 


of work still to be done.” 


While the survey is only in its 
early stages, he said, enough has 
been already revealed to make every 
American Christian worthy of the 
name devote his means to mission- 
ary enterprise with renewed and 
magnified consecration. 

Appalling Needs. 

“The appalling moral and spirit- 
ual need of all mission lands is be- 
ing brought out as never before,” he 
said. “The actual injury which the 
extension of our industrial and eco- 
nomic system into eastern lands in- 
volves is shown in Japan, China and 
India. There appears a growing 
consciousness on the part of recog- 
nized autHorities on economic, in- 
dustrial and political problemg in 
these lands, that some moral and 
spiritual force must come in from 
the outside to control the evils 
which the west has brought. The 
wide extension of unrest and many 
types throughout the non-Christian 
world comes as a revelation to those 
who have thought of the east as 
static. This challenge to the west- 
ern world can only be met by the 
Christian church.” 

The survey now being conducted 
by the movement covers all mission 
field, it was said, and is collecting 
a large volume. of data covering 
every phase of mission work and 
throwing light on every missionary 
problem. This data will be collated 
and placed, before group conferences 
of specialists on each of the several 
mission fields and before similar 
bodies in America, who will form 
careful judgments based on this 
data. All this will then be made 
available for all missionary agen- 
cies in America, and it is expected 
that all the co-operating mission- 
ary agencies will use the results of 
this larger survey and the judg- 
ments arising from it as the -basis 
for allocating specifically the 
money which they will receive from 
the campaign for funds. 

Dr. Scudder’s address was accom- 
panied by the showing of a large 
number of lantern slides, picturing 
the conditions as they have been 
faund in India and in China. An- 
other interesting set of slides shown 
was a set which represented vari- 
ous views “from Greenland’s icy 
mountains to India’s coral strand,” 
presenting several wonderful views 
and adding much to the interest of 
the speaker's talk. 

The meeting was closed by the 
intercession, which was conducted 
by Dr. David McConaughy. 

Afternoon Session. 

The discussion of the general 
theme, “World Need in the Light 
of Today, on Tuesday afternoon, 
was led by Dr. W. W. Pinson, gen- 
eral secretary of the board of mis- 
sions of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, south, with headquarters in 
Nashville, Tenn.

Coffee, Chocolate, Milk, 
Etc., Brings Protest 
From Restaurants, Soda 
Fountains and Other 
Businesses. 


MANGET FORMULATES 
RULES FOR SERVICE 


Coffee: Must Include Su- 
gar and Milk, While 
Chocolate Milk Must Be 
Served in Six-Ounce 
Glasses. 


Upon the petition of the cigar and 
soda section of the Retail Mer- 
chants’ association that the fair 
price committee call a meeting for 
the reconsideration of its action in 
reducing the price ef coffee, choco- 
late and milk, John A. Manget, 
chairman of the committee, has 
granted the request for a hearing, 
which will be held this afternoon 
at 3 o’clock, but has said that rigid 
enforceemnt of the law as it now 
stands may be expected. 

Mr. Manget further states that 
in all probability the committee 
will take up at its meeting today 
the price of other eatables that will 
affect those merchants asking a 
hearing. He intimated that some 
actign might be taken on regula- 
tion of prices on “whether or not 
it is Pair to charge 15 cents for 
2 cents’ worth-of bread and 3 cents’ 
worth of meat sold as sandwiches,” 
and also said that the committee 
will be asked at its meeting to pass 
on the prices of other necessities 
sold by the merchants. 

The office of Mr. Manget was be- 
Ssieged all day Tuésday with re- 
quests and complaints from hotel 
keepers, restaurant keepers, soda 
fountain and drug store proprie- 
tors, who say that the price of 5 
cents per glass of milk or cup of 
coffee or chocolate is not large 
enough to allow them a profit. 

Mr. Manget stated that Atlanta 
vendors of those articles, paying as 
high rents and operating costs as 
any vendors in th® city, were fur- 
nishing the best grade of coffee 
and chocolate milks for the price of 
5 cents, and had been doing so for 
a long time. This, he says, shows 
that the price is not an injustice 
on the dealers. 

Mr. -Manget also expressed a re- 
gret that he had not met the usual 
spirit of co-operation in the late rul- 
ing made by the committee. 

Must Stop. 

Some merchants of coffee, it is de- 
clared, were Tuesday selling black 
coffee, sans sugar, sans cream, for 
5 cents, but were asking an addi- 
tional 5 cents for the modifying 
commodities. Mr. Manget says that 
they should furnish milk with the 
coffee, and a moderate amount of 
Sugar for 5 cents and still rétain 
a profit on their sales. 

“Such practices as this must be 
stopped,” said Mr. Manget, when 
advised of the incident. “Of course, 
no ruling has been made regarding 
cream being served with coffee, but 
the ruling requires the restaurant, 
fountain or hotel operator to serve 
milk just as it does sugar. 

“I have figured out that a profit 
of 20 per cent can be realized on 
coffee at 5 cents a cup and this is 
all the seller is entitled to undér 
the fair price ruling. Coffee costs 
them on an average from 42 to 46 
cents a pound and they can get 30 
cups from each pound. 

Costs Dissected. 
“Most dispensers serve two lumps 


of sugar with each cup they have 
formerly been charging 10 cents for. 
There are sixty-four lumps of sugar 
to the pound, costing an average of

WILSON WANTS TO END 
GOVERNMENT CONTROL 


But to Do So Without 
Protective Legislation 
Would Ruin the Roads. 
President Expected to 
Put Matter Up to Con- 
gress.

Washington, December 16.—Offi- 
cial Washington, indorsing the 
view of leading financial interests 
of the nation, today ceased to pre- 
tend any further about the grave 
financial and industrial: problem 
presented by the railroads. ' 

There is no desire to alarm securi- 
ty holders, but the situation has 
reached the point where definite and 
courageous action is necessary. It 
has come to the stage where Pres- 
ident Wilson is said to be preparing 
a spetial message to congress urg- 
ing that members forego their an- 
nual holiday recess from December 
20 to January 5 and remain in 
Washington to bring legislative ac- 
tion on the railroads to a conclu- 
sion. 

The president and Walker D. 
Hines, director general of railroads, 
still hope to be able to turn the 
roads back to private ownership on 
January 1, but each day brings 
them nearer the conclusion that to 
do so without proper legislation 
would lead to nothing short of 
financial chaos. The president ang 
Mr. Hines desire to terminate fed- 
eral control of the roads on Decem- 
ber 31 because that date would close 
the year and avoid the complications 
of beginning a new fiscal year 
in the financial relations between 
the carriers and the government. 

Senator Cummins, of Iowa, who 
is conducting the railroad bill in 
the senate, was hopeful today that 
the measure might be passed on 
Saturday migMty oi vehinn 
_ Republicans Expect Attack. 

Republican leaders in the séhate 
wére among thosé who learned of 
the special message being prepared 
by the president and *they seemed 
prepared to ascribe its chief purpuse 
to politics. They were ready to de- 
fend themselves and the entire re- 
publican majority in congress 
against an especially forceful polit- 
ical attack, which they _were in- 
formed would come from the presi- 
dent. Whether or not the president 
will cling to his determination to re- 
turn the roads to their owners on 
January 1, regardless of the status 
of the Cummins bill, senate leadérs 
were not prepared to say, but they 
did not believe that should the bill 
be passed by the senate this wcrcek 
and thrown into conference with the 
house to reconcile the differences 
betwee nthe Esch and Cummins 
bills, the president would terminate 
federal control at the close of the 
current calendar year. 

Senator Cummins insists’. that 
without-action on his bill before the 
Christmas recess, the return of the 
carriers on January 1 would result* 
in nothing short of financial catas- 
trophe which would carry 75 per 
cent of the lines into the hands of 


receivers. He does not believe that 
such disaster would follow should 
the roads go back while there was a 
bright prospect of enactment cf the 
bill.

Louisville, Ky., December 16.—A 
way out apparently has been found 


for distillers caught with large 
“stocks of liquor on hand hy the su- 
preme court’s decision holding war- 
time prohibition constitutional. 

A plan was presented to distillers 
here today by representatives of 
steamship lines operating service 
out of Charleston, Brunswick, dack- 
sonville, Savannah and Wilmington 
to Cuba, South America and Europe. 
It contemplates immediate shipment 
of liquor stocks in Kentucky esti- 
mated at 39,000,000 galions in bond- 
ed warehouses, largely to Crban 
ports for storage and subsequent re- 
sale in Cuba, or shipment to other 
foreign countries. 

The freedom of southern ports 
from ice, their adequate storage fa- 
cilities pending loading on board 
ship, their nearness to Cuba and the 
large number of steamship lines op- 
erating to the island were pointed 
to as evidence that, railroads and 
the United States shipping board co- 
operating, the whisky stocks could 
be moved before January 15, the 
time limit the intern 
partment has piaced' o 
ments. 

Southern ports, 
are from 600 to 800 miies nearer 
Cuba than any north Atlantic port, 
thus effecting a considerable saving 
in time whicb is regarded as a vital 
element. 

The railroads are depended upon,

American Legion, through Franklin 
D'Olier, its grand commander, to- 


former service men “the considera- 
tion they deserve at the hands of 
their government.” Mr. D’Olier, in a 
formal statement, warned that no 
policy of false economy should be 
pursued now. with respect to the 
disabled service men if “serious dif- 
ficulties” are to be avoided later by 
the government. 
Principles Declared Sound. 


ent government insurance laws 
were founded were described by Mr. 
D’Olier as being “entirely sound,”’ 
but the existing legislation ‘en- 
tirely inadequate.” He added 
that, as a result of informal 
conferences today between members 
of congress and delegates to the 
convention it was evident that “con- 
gress is not yet alive to the neces- 
sity of the situation.” 

“It is plainly evident to the con- 
ference of American Legion repre- 
sentatives,” the legion commander’s 
statement said, “that if the disabled 
service men and their families and 
all ex-service persons in the. United 
States are to receive just and liberal 
consideration at the hands of the 
Sovernment, which the people of 
rthis country intended they should 
receive, immediate action on the 
part of congress is absolutely nec- 


essary. Each state commander pre- 
sented today to the senators and 
congressmen trom his state spe- 
cific legislation embodied in amend- 
ments to the Sweet and Watson bills, 
which, if enacted, will secure to 
(the veterans of the great war ade- 
quate and liberal service from the 
bureau of war risk insurance, the 
federal board for vocationa] educa- 
tion and the public health service. 


Of Vital Importance. 


“It is of vital importance not only 
to exX-service persons, especially the 
disabled and their families, but also 
to the people of the whole country 
that this legislation be enacted 
without delay. Ex-service men and 
women are not satisfied with exist- 
ing legislation and regulations af- 
fecting their welfare. Only through 
such measures as are now recom- 
mended by the American legion and 
approved by the responsible govern- 
ment officials of the bureaus con- 
cerned, can the disabled men and 
women obtain adequate treatment 
and efficient service.” 

The delegates also agreed to 
recommend a revision of the Sweet 
bill to create a system of 48 state 
directors for the war risk bureau 
instead of the fourteen regional di- 
rectors as provided in the measure. 

Grievances of former service men 
against the government’s vocation- 
al training methods were laid be- 
fore the conference today .by Cor- 
nelius W. Wickersham, of New 
York, who demanded that “definite 
and concrete action be taken to re- 
lieve the situation.” 

Fewer than 25,000 of 180,000 par- 
tially disabled ex-service men have 
been able to derive benefits under 
the present vocational training laws, 
he declared. 

Mr. Wickersham said the voca- 
tional inspectors and advisers 
should be chosen from the ranks of 
service men for in no other ‘way 
could the “evident lack of interest 
be overcome.” 


Greetings From Wilson. 


Greetings were extended the dele- 
fates today by President Wilson in 
a letter to R. G. Cholmley-Jones, di- 
rector of the bureau of war risk in- 
surance, at whose invitation the 
conference was called. 

“May I ask.” the president wrote, 
“that you be kind enough to convey 
my warm greetings to all who may 
attend ‘this conference, and express 
my regret that I must deny myself 
the pleasure of receiving them in 
person?” 

A message was received also 
from General Pershing, who said he 
favored a liberal attitude toward 
disabled soldiers, and that he felt 
sure congress would enact the legis- 
lation necessary to provide for them 
properly. 

“In addition to the permanently 
disabled,” the general said, “there 
are many former soldiers who are 
temporarily disabled and whose 
needs are just as pressing as those 
who are permanently ' incapaci- 
tated.” 

There were a number of details 
of the insurancé act which the ex- 
peditionary commander thought 
were capable of improvement, par- 
ticularly the giving of wide publici- 
ty to the rights and privileges of 
beneficiaries.

“In order to correct any miscon- 
ceptions on the part of nearby resi- 
dents,” said Dr, Blackman Tuesday 
evening. “I desire to say that there 
is no attempt at artful expression or 
evasion when we say that what we 
have planned is a health and tour- 
ists’ resort, beautiful in design, ap- 
pointments and grounds. A large 


part of the the $200,000 for this de- 
velopment has come from friends 


and guests of the old establishment 
on Capitol avenue. This money and 
our money will go to the develop- 
ment, as a whole, of the block from 
Tenth to Eleventh streets on Pied- 
mont avenue, 


To Be Beautiful Building. — 


“The building will set well back 
into the oak grove which will be 
jealously preserved as far as possi- 
ble. Between the south end of the 
building and Tenth street there will 
be reserved a park 100 by 200 feet 
containing many fine oak trees. 
This improvement will constitute a 
picturesque accession to the south 
approach to Piedmont park a bloc« 
away and will stimulate further 
handsome development in the vi- 
cinity.” .

LINES KIDNAPER 


Hugo Says He Was Well 
Treated by Villa and Be- 
came Favorably Im- 


pressed by the Mexican 
Rebel. 


Eagle Pass, Texas, December 16,.— 
Flatly refusing to answer the di- 
reet question as to what were the 
conditions of his release and wheth- 
er the $10,000 ransom demanded 
had been paid, Fred G. Hugo, Amer- 
ican ranchman abducted last week 
by Francisco Villa, said today he 
had no reason, to complain, and had 
suffered no hardships. He arrived 
in Eagle Pass late last night, and 
said today he would return in a few 
days to the J. M. Dobie ranch in 
Coahuila, of which he is manager. 

Hugo said he was liberated on the 
promise not to state where he was 
taken, nor. the conditions of his 
liberation, and he proposed to keep 
his promise. He said he “became 
favorably impressed” with Fran- 
cisco Villa, who personally com- 
manded the forces which raided 
Muzquiz last Tuesday, and that, 
while a captive, he was treated as 
one of the party. Villa invited him 
to “come down and have Ch:ristmas 
dinner_with him,” Hugo said. 

“Iwas treated like one of the 
party and became really favorably 
impressed with Pancho Villa, who 
was in personal command of the 
force,” Hugo said. “Villa conducted 
his operations in an orderly and sys- 
tematie€ m@nner, and his men are un- 
der strict discipline.” 

Hugo, who told of several conver- 
sations with the revolutionary 
chieftain, declared Villa “was in 
perfect physical condition,” and still 
wore a mustache, but had no beard. 

Establishment of a new civil gov- 
ernment in Mexico and not a mili- 
tary one, is the ambition of Villa, 
he told Hugo, in explaining his ideas 
of government, 

Hugo ate his meals with Villa, the 
ranchman said, and the men in Vil- 
la’s force had the same grade of 
food as their commander. 

“He vited me to come down and 
have Christmas dinner with him,” 
Hugo added. 

“I was asleep in the ranch home 
when I was aroused to find myself 
peering into a gun,” Hugo related. 
“My room had been pointed out to 
the Villistas by a ranch hand under 
force of arms.” 

“Pancho Villa has traits I could 
not help but admire,” Hugo con- 
tinued. “When he talks to you he 


looks you squarely in the eyes and 
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is all that its’ 
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leaves no doubt in your mind but 
that he means business, 

“While he has no education, he 
is a man of good common sense, 
and he impressed me as being of 
firm character.” 

Hugo said Villa keeps a check 
on all property taken by his forces, 
recording it in a book, “and he sees 
that every man gets a square deal.” 

It was generally known today 
that Hugo was met in Piedras 
Negras, the Mexican town opposite 
here, by two Eagle Pass friends 
upon his arrival there last night, 
and was taken dn an automobile to 
his home here.

SENATORS DEBATE 
RAILWAY MEASURE. 


Washington, December 16.—The 
bill embodying permanent legisla- 
tion to meet the situation with the 
return of the railroads to private 
control continued today before the 
senate, but with senators admittedly 
still in the dark as to the time 
President Wilson plans to turn back 
the carriers.

The amendment Js identical with 
the provision of the house bill, and 
was opposed by Senator Cummins, 
who contended that congress ought 
to assume that legislation 
would be enacted which would en- 
able the roads to borrow from pri- 
vate sources all the money needed 
to meet immediate requirements. 

During the day the National 
Grange made public a letter sent to 
Senator Cummins urging that there 
be no further delay in passing the 
railroad legislation, and opposing 
any guarantee of dividends by the 
government. It also was suggested 
that the provision for a new railroad 
transportation, board be eliminated 
on the grounii that the interstate 
ecommerce commission could and 


should perform all the necessary ad- 
ministrative work to give force and 


effect to the railroad policy to be 
laid down by congress. ; 
Underwood Defends Bill. 

The bill was defended by Senator 
Underwood, democrat, of Alabama, 
who asserted that in the main it 
was “a splendid, conservative bill,” 
which he believed would meet the 
situation. 

Senator Underwood insisted that 
congress must legislate without de- 
lay or else endanger the entire 
transportation system of the coun- 
try. 

“I do not believe it possible,” said 
the Alabama senator, “to return the 
roads under present conditions with- 
out danger to the business interests 
of the country, unless there is reme- 
dial legislation.” 

Taking note of the contention 
that the bill wguld increase freight 
rates, Senator Wnderwood declared 
there would be an increase even if 
the government held the roads. 

Senator Stanley, democrat, of Ken- 
tucky, concluding his address, be- 
gun Monday, declared the _ anti- 
strike provision tied a millstone 
around the neck of the bill and 
made its enforcement impossible. 


Railways Are Accused 
Of Evading the Laws 
That Make for Satety 


Washington, December 16.—Eva- 
sion of laws to promote the safety 
of passengers aud employees was 
charged to che railroads of the 
United States today by W. P. Bor- 
iand, chief of the bureau of safety 
of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion. 

In the case of the hours of service 
law, which prohibits train opera- 
tives from remaining on duty more 
than sixteen hours except in _ex-. 
traordinary circum#tances, Mr. Bor- 
land’s report declared managing 
officers apparently had given their 
sanction to evasions “to such an ex- 
tent as to defeat the purposes of 
the law.” He charged safety had 
been sacrificed to expediency. _ 

Railroad companies were said to 


~have paid “comparatively littie at- 


tention” to the maximum require- 
ment of the law regarding saefty 
appliances. They were said to have 
contented themselves with meeting 
the minimum, which orders that 85 
per cent of the cars in any train 
shall be equipped with vower 
brakes, disregarding the maximum 
requirement that all cars so ®quip- 
ped must be connected and the 
brakes in operation. 

On some roads employing the 
manual block system, it was said, 
dangerous practices are fillowed and 
rules viloated to such an extent that 
to render the block signal system en- 
tirely useless. 

Log trains which are exempted 
from safety appliance regulations 
are being operated over main lines 
in Georgia and Florida without any 
brakes except on engines and ca- 
booses, which Mr. Borland said was 
fully as dangerous, because of the 
necessity of .passing other trains, 
as running passenger trains with- 
out such safeguards.

Efforts of Republicans 


To Uncover 


Bitter Partisan Action 
Without Precedent in 
Congress When Attempt 
Is Made to Capitalize 
“Smelling” Committee’s 
Report.

Washington, December 16.—The 
bitterly partisan effort of the house 
committee on rules to capitalize for 
political purposes a report of the 
republican “smelling” committee is 
perhaps without a parallel in the 
history of congress. ~ 

With nothing of value to back its 
contentions of war expenditure scan- 
dals, and with a record for scenting 
into ‘the very cesspools of Irench 
vice and into the private affairs of 
men, in an effort to uncover some- 
thing unsavory-+en the part ot some 
democratic partisan in the conduct 
of the war in which five-millions of 
non-partisan patriots engaged, sink- 
ing to perhaps the lowest political 
level to which partisans have ever 
descended, it now seeks to sacrifice 
every vestige of party decency by 
}exploiting on the floor of the house 
molehilis as mountains, thus stag- 
gering at gnats while gulping down 
its own camels. 

Despite seven months of 
gation by subcommittees, 
the voters of America more than 
$3,000,000 to be paid by taxes, the 
republican majority of the house of 
representatives has failed to bring 
in one final or even definite report 
on War expenditures from their 
“smellers.”’ Denunciation from both 
republican and democratic sources 
resulted, and an attempt was theu 
made to debate for four hours a re- 
port from the “subcommittee on ord- 
nance,” which did not even make a 
recommendation to the house.

The repub- 
lican paper in an editorial was kind 
enough to say that the heads of 
the committee would make useful 
material for hat racks. This is byt 
a sample of the comments being 
made by republican papers in the 
country about this investigating 
committee, and now the great com- 
mittee on rules in this house be- 
comes a party to such foolish pro- 
cedure by bringing in a special rul® 
to give this investigating commit- 
tee the right to consume a full day 
belonging to the American people 
in idle and useless talk. 

No Scandal Found. 

“The committee has worked dili- 
gently, hoping to uncover some 
scandal so that it could be used :

The whole pro- 
ceeding has been bitterly partisan 
and the invéstigation entirely con- 
trolled by the majority party, and 
yet, with all of this no scandal or 
fraud or crime has been uncovered 
in the conduct of the war.

“The G. O. P.—the good old prom- 
iser—is long on promises to the peo- 
ple before election, but woefully 
short on performances when it 1s 
given power. The G. O. P.—the glo- 
rious old Pharisee—brings to a cli- 
max its record of inefficiency wnacn 
it asks the house to adopt such a 
rule as is now proposed.” 

And with its calendars congested 
with proposed legislation of a con- 
structive nature “to meet new and 
pressing conditions, this is the way 
the congress gf the United States ig 
frittering away time that should be 
more valuable than it costs.

He denied his confessions today 
and declared that he had never been 
near Valdosta or Brooks county. He 
went under several aliases. ~The 
center of the trial was to prove 
that he is the “Shorty” Ford really 
wanted for the crimes. The defense 
maintained that the real Ford, who 
was arrested and afterward re- 
leased, was drowned. Some witnesses 
identified the man on trial as the 
right negro, Others could not iden- 
tifv him. 

The jury late tonight returned a 
verdict of guilty without recommen- 
dation to mercy in the case of 
Shorty Ford ,according to a later 
dispatch received just before going, 
to press. '

The Atlanta public schéols will 
close at 1 o'clock on the afternoon 
of Tuesday, December 23, for the 
Christmas holidays, and will re- 
open again Monday, January 5>-€iIv- 
ing.the instructors and pupils a 
two weeks’ vacation.

TOBACCO PROBLEM 
SOLVED BY DORSEY 
_ AT TAX HEARING 


When is tobaceo cigarette tobac- 
co, and when is it ordinary, plain 
smoking tobacco of the cob or clay 
pipe variety? That was one of the 
difficult problems which the gover- 
nor had todecide at one of the hear- 
ings which kept him employed every 
minute in the day yesterday. 

The issue was raised by several 
Covington merchants on a ruling 
by Comptroller General W. 4A, 
Wright that pipe tobacco was ex- 
empt from a tax of £25 per year 
which had to be paid on the cigarette 
kind. As a great deal of tobacco 
seems to be equally well adapted 
to-rolling into cigarettes or stuffing 
into pipes, the problem was no easy 
one, particularly in view of the fact 
that it was shown that the mer- 
chants buying this tobacco ‘were 
stocked with cigarette papérs by 
the dealers. 

Don’t Sell Papers. 

They testified, however, that they 
promptly burned up all the cigarette 
papers they received and that they. 
sold tobacco only, for smoking in 
pipes. Under this statement, the gov- 
ernor declared that he would abide 
by General Wright’s ruling and 
would not hold those merchants who 
destroyed their cigarette papers and 
neither sold or gave them away 
liable for the tax. 

Attorney General Cliff Walker, 
who had been asked for an opinion 
on the matter, held that technically 
all tobacco that was adaptable te 
being rolled into ecigaréttes would 
have to be classified as cigarette to- 
bacco, 


May Refund Taxes. 

The issue became acute with a 
number of merchants throughout. 
the state, when the governor's spe- 
cial tax agents, acting on the ruling 
of the attorney general], sought to 
collect back taxes on smoking to- 
bacco. Many of these- were found 
to,be seven or eight years in arrears. 
After making his decision yvester- 
day, the governor ruled for the ben- 
efit of any merchants who had at. 
ready paid the tax, that he would or- 
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did net han#le-olwaretts a 
deal in tobacco for cigarettés.”

Paramount national issues, from 
the standpoint of the churches of 
the world, were also discussed by 
the conference on Tuesday ‘after- 
noon, among which were the race 
question, social hygiene, Christian 
Americanization and free speech 
and national loyalty. 

On each of these topics general 
discussion was heard, and men 
prominent in work of the various 
phases gave opinion and counsel of 
vaine to their hearers. 

An effort is being made to co- 
ordinate the work of the inter- 
church movement in social hygiene 
with the “Keeping Fit” movement 
that has been started in Georgia. 
The county conferences of the in- 
terchurch movemént will all have 
discussion of this topic, and its suc- 
cess is expected by the leaders to 
be assured as soon as the various 
communities have been § reached 
with the proper facts and means of 
combating the social disease evil. 

Dr. James P. Falkner, of the Raoul 
Foundation, gave an interesting talk 
to the conference on the topic, as 


. did Jonn J. Eagan, of Atlanta, who 


paid particular attention in his ad- 
dress to the co-operation that should 
exist between the church movement 
and the state-wide campaign. 

The afternoon session also was 
featured by a talk by Dr. J. M. 
Culbreath, pastor of Calvary Meth- 
odist church of St. Louis, who gave 
interesting facts and intentions of 
the movement along the line of 
“The Adequate Support for Trained 
Leadership,” his address being a sur- 
vey of ministerial support and re- 
lief, taking up the matter of sup- 
port of ministers who are now in 
the pulpit, and provisions for the, 
eare of retired ministers and the 


'widows and orphans of ministers. 

The topic of discussion at the 
morning session of the conference 
was applied Christianity in the 
form of advancement of community 
life, in which the value of the in- 
dividual and his right to the fullest 
development of personality and the 
recognition of service as his su- 
preme motive of human activity 
were stressed by the several able 
speakers. 

“Christianizing Community Life” 
was the subject of the talk by Dr. 
Culbreath, of St. Louis, who gave 
in his address examples of how 
Christianizing influence had played 
important part in the economic, so- 
cial and industrial life of many 
communities, 


For Greater Hospitals. 

Greater hospital facilities was a 
need emphasized by Dr. Lyman P. 
Powell, of New York, who declared 
that lack of accommodations had 
caused evangelical institutions of 
the sort to turn away more than 
5,000 persons daily, while, in addi- 
tion, eleemosynary and charitable 
institutions were also unable to pro- 
vide for all patients that made ap- 
plication to them. =

THE AUGUSTA WAY. 


The fact that it pays to do big 
things in a big way was never more 
convincingly illustrated than it has 
been by our sister city, Augusta, 
which has to its credit two of the 
biggest public improvements ever 
undertaken and accomplished by a 
southern municipality. 

Some fifty years ago the enter- 
prising people of Augusta, sensing 
their city’s possibilities, looking 
ahead, and anticipating the commu- 
nity’s industrial needs of the fu- 
ture, built the power canal that 
has made Augusta one ofthe lead- 
ing manufactyring centers of the 
whole south. 

At great expense, met by bonds, 
they tapped/ the Savannah river at 
a point above the city, brought the 
water do through the city, and 
thence turned it back into the 
river. By this means sufficient 
power was developed to meet the 
community’s industrial require- 
ments for years. 

Up to a few years ago much of 
the city of Augusta was constantly 
subjected to inundation by the 
river’s overflow in times of high 
water. 

Finally, as a means of putting an 
end to the flood xazard, and to the 
constantly recurring property loss- 
es, aggregating millions of dollars, 
the people bonded the city to con- 
struct a great levee to stand for 
all time between it and the peril of 
submergence by the river’s over- 
flow in time of freshet; and, as éx- 
pressed by our Augusta corre- 
spondent while the recent flood 
was at its height— 


That the two million dollar levee 
has more than paid for itself by 
sending the Savannah river swirling 
from Augusta toward the Atlantic 
ocean was the cry of Augustans to- 
day. 


But for the levee the flood loss 
of Augusta during the ireshet of 
last week probably would have far 
exceeded that suffered from the 
memorable flood of 1908. The wise 
foresight and the enterprise that 
brought about the construction of 
the levee was the only thing that 
saved Augusta from such a distress- 
ing calamity as that which befell 
West Point. 

As it was, the people of the low- 
lying section of Augusta enjoyed 
absolute security and moved about 
and attended to their affairs in 
safety during the height of the 
flood, for by reason of the great 
levee the raging torrent rushed 
by harmlessly on its mad race to- 
ward the sea. : 

The canal and the levee stand as 
two enduring and highly profitable 
monuments to the alert and pro- 
gressive spirit of the people of 
Augusta, 

Each was built upon the city’s 
credit—the plan of providing facili- 
ties fot the future as well as for 
the present, and for which posteri- 
ty, sharing in the enjoyment of 
them, shares alike and proportion- 
ately in their cost. 

it is the plan upon which all 
great public improvement enter- 
prises are put into effect. — 

It is the modern way of commu- 
nity development: the Augusta 
way, and the way that has been 
adopted by practically every for- 
ward-looking and forward-moving 
community in the country.

He is credited with remark- 
able abilities as an adjuster of dif 
ficulties.

Against what White, Joel and 
Ormerod and others like them are 
doing a vigorous protest is being 
voiced by many influential and far- 
sighted persons. They oint out 
that it means the destruction of the 
fine traditions which have been the 
back log of Lancashire's gréat in- 
dustry. They explain that the 
thousands of mills have been the re- 
sult of small groups of natives of 
Lancashire getting together, pool- 
ing their resources, uilding the 
plant, buying the machinery and 
working side by side. 

They show how these mills have 

been local enterprises wholly; that 
they were owned by local people and 
that they have come down from 
eneration to generation, growing 
igger with each succeeding gen- 
eration. They explain that the 
workers have been local people and 
that they have felt as if they were 
part of the mill. Generation after 
generation it has been so. Now and 
then a member of a worker’s fami- 
ly has risen to prominence in the 
management and sometimes to 
ownership. 

This pride in home industry, in 
home ownership, in distribution of 
ownership among your own towns- 


men is something of value that can- 
not be measured by money, they 
explain, and it has tended to make 
the Lancashire worker and manu- 
facturer the great powers they are 
in the textile industry. If that 
sentiment and tradition should be 
lost, they fear it will be bad for 
Lancashire. 

It is with this view that such 
publication as The Manchester 
Guardian say the invasion of the 


London financiers marks a turning 
point of the first importance in 
Lancashire’s history. Control is 
passing from the men who know tne 
industry to men who know noth- 
ing about it.

Last Night’s Dreams--W hat They Mean

Freud relates a long and compli- 
cated. dream of a garden which he } 
proceeds to analyze, making the ap- 
parently innocent vision of the night 
a series of dream symbols for re- 
pressed animal emotions which got 
past the dream censor, that part 


of our psychic intelligence which 
is supposed by him to play the part 
of the late Anthony Comstock in 
Dreamland—disguised as the usual 
contents of a garden. But it must 
be remembered that Professor Freud 
is one of the greatest, if not the 
greatest, of European authorities 
on neurosis, and it is from the 
dreams of neurotica that he has 
drawt the larger part of the ma- 
terial for his dream theories. It 
would hardly be fair to interpret 
the garden dream of a normal per- 
son in the manner in which Freud 
interprets the garden dream of his 
neurotic patient. 

In the analysis of another dream 
in which flowers appear he traces 


the connection to the fact that the 
day before he had talked with a 


man named Gardner and attended a 
patient named Flora—which appears 
quite reasonable, 


No normal person need fear to 
-.am of a garden. Im fact to walk 
in a dreamland garden is a form of 
exercise most highly recommended 
the mystics. Simply to see a 
garden in a dream indicates good 


fortune ahead. If you walk in one it 
is still better. ‘To take such a stroll 
indicates much money and his busi- 
ness will increase. It is a good omen 
for farmers and sailors especially 
and to the lover it is a sign that 
he will not only marry the one he 
loves, but will have all sorts of suc- 
cess in life. But if the garden ap- 
pears to be weedy and ruinous the 
omen is not so good.

HEALTH TALKS | 


By WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


Symposium on Blowing the Nose. 

It is surprising how much one can 
learn by following these medical 
society sessions, even though one 
know nearly everything to begin 
with, ° 

At the annual meeting of the 
American Pediatric society last year 
there was a symposium on blowing 
the nose. There is a right way and 
@ wrong way. to biow the nose— 
assuming that the nose should be 
blown at all; I do not insist that it 
should be blown; Y hs will just as- 
sume that it should, 

First, a pediatrist isn’t a foot 
specialist. It took me years, I re- 
member, to become convinced about 
that. I was determined that he 
should treat diseases involving the 
feet, but the pediatrists take root 
from the Greek paidos meaning 
child, so we must let them have 
their own way about it. I always 
sympathize with a pediatrist as 1 
do with an orthopedist. No one 
but a doctor knows what either is 
for. An .orthopedist if true to his 
name treats deformed feet; as it is 
he treats all manner of deformities 
of all parts of the body. But neither 
the pediatrist nor the orthopedist 
gets the public patronage he de- 
serves, whereas the oculist, the 
nerve specialist and the dentist— 
well these specialists have good 
business titles. The pediatrist has 
this great advantage, however. Once 
he gets a child he hangs onto the 
child until the child-outgrows child- 
hood, somewhere around the age of 
fifty-five or sixty years. I ran 
plumb into a pediatrist at the Home 
for the Aged last week—and he 
blushed. 

To properly blow the nose, the 
Boston pediatrist asserted, don't / 
blow it at all. Wipe it. : 

The New York pediatrist, who 
discovered the Little Dipper, felt 
that “many unnecessary operations 
are done on ears and it may be well 
for this society to enter a protest 
against too many mastoid opera- 
tions.” This suggests that it is 
inadvisable to blow the nose hard 
enough to drive infective matter 
through the eustachian tubes into 
the ears. 

Another w. k. New York baby 
man—they are all well known in 
l. o. N. ¥.—remarked that “in blow- 
ing the nose !t is better te keep the 
mouth open than to try to keep one 
or both nostrils open.” 

Whereupon w. kK. 3rd declared 
“the warning against blowing the 
nose in the recumbent position is of 
such evident wisdom that I now 
ia.-lude it in routine directions in all 
cases of acute infectious disease in 
which there is dunger of middle ear 
involvement through the eustachian 
tube.” 

The fourth New York pediatrist 
contented himself with the state- 
ment that “some children blow their 
own noses and that tends to cause 
infection of the middle ear.” 

From all this array of expert ad- 
vice I should conclude that the nose 
should be blown very gently at any 
time and not at all when there is 
acute coryza (vulgarly called 
“cold’”’); one side at a time and that 
done well; with the mouth open; 
and the individual sitting up or 
standing. ‘

The Raw Material of Mind

It’s an old saying that there is 
nothing in the intellect which was 
not first in the senses. Certainly it 
sems as though the free ideas which 
float through the mind in reverie or 
thought betray their origin in what 
we have seen or heard, so that ideas 
are so many kites held down to 
earth by the slender strings of sen- 
sation. 

But there are different ways of 
viewing the mind’s raw material. 
From one pojnt of view, thought is 
not. born, but like Wopsy, it “just 
growed.” A more noble view is the 
Greek idea of Minerva, the goddess 
who spran full-aftfmed from the 
head of eus. The Topsy-view 
makes mind a. growth as natural 
and irresponsible as that of the 
plant. The Minerva-idea would have 
us survey mind as something com- 
plete in. itself and independent in 
its operations. 

To mediate between these ex- 
treme views, one might suggest a 
third woman-character—Eve, whose 
original desire was for knowledge, 
hence she ate of the fruit of the 
Tree. There is a sense in which the 
Eve of Mind is and is not dependent 
upon circumstances for the knowl- 
edge which the mind is to enjoy 
and express. The mind is so pre- 
pared for knowledge that sense- 
impressions have all meaning to the 


scientist, no meaning to the dog 
who accompanies him. In this sense 
mind ig like Hamlet in Denmark, to 
the. manner born, 

Even if we grant that the affairs 
of mind and its world are a sort of 
fifty-fifty, with honors equally dis- 
tributed, we must not fail to note 
that the mind can make both itself 
and its world. The savage and the 
scienist have the same senses and 
live in the same world, but the ide 
of the scientist make hoth his mihd 
and his world over anew in the 
image of the thinkér’s soul. 

The raw material of mind is at 
your disposal... You may make of ig | 
the crude pottery of the. Indian or 
the fine China of the. Oriental. The 
threads are put inte your hands, but 
it is for yeu to design the tapestry. 
What did Raphael make of his im- 
pressions? ow did Shakespeare 
use his sensations? What meaninys 
did the perceptions of Columbus 
have to him? he lesser contempo- 
raries of these men found the mind’s 
material raw, and left it in little 
better states. 

There is enough material in sen- 
sation for works great and fine. 
The possibilities of sensation have 
just begun to be tapped. Arts, sci+ 
ences and industries have a great 
field at thefr disposal. —

“From Secretary Baker’s report 
of settlements,” Chairman Graham 
said, “the original answer was er- 
roneoug and the committee in- 
structed an accountant to review 
the figures given by the secretary. 
After an extended investigation the 
accountant reported the amounts 
expended by the war department, as 
given by Secretary Baker, was off 
balance from $171,502.37, as a mini- 
mum, *to $184,945.939 as a ‘maxi- 


mum.” 

“Fifty per cent of informal con- 
tracts” suspended by the armistice 
have been adjusted with damages 
to the war department,” Mr. Gra- 
ham continued. “In investigating 
the various matters it has not been 
possible to find anywhere a com- 
plete record of the transactions. 
There were private conversations by 
the various and so-called technical 
experts with merchants and busi- 
ness men and with claimants, as a 
result of which claims were allowed 
and large sums of money paid. 
When it is attempted to ascertain 
the exact basis of these settlements, 
no record is to be found.” 

On the settlement of the Ameri- 
ean Can company’s contract, the 
speaker said, “‘the government lost 
fully 17 per cent on $867,732, the 
cost of tin plate, or $147,514 more 
than it should have lost.” 

Representative Graham attacked 
the method of sale by the war de- 
partment of 100,000,000 pounds of 
surplus copper held when the armi- 
stice was signed. Copper producers, 
he said, were paid large sums in 
excess of correct amounts due for 
government copper during the war. 
' Settlement of the claim of the 
Standard Steel Car company, Mr. 
‘Graham also charged, was made 
without an audit, and approximate- 
ly $1,200,000 was paid to the claim- 
ants on the finat settiement. 


NEGRO SLAYER 
ELUDES POSSE 


IN DENSE SWAMP 


Americus, Ga., December 16.— 
(Special.)—A telegram received 
here this afternoon from Preston, 
Webster county, tells of an unsuc- 
cessful two-day man-hunt when a 
possee of citizens searched for 
Charlie West, a negro accused of 
the murder of Emmett Brightwell, 
a prominent young white farmer 
living near Richland. 

Cc. M. Christian, sheriff of Web- 
ster county, led the possee in pur- 
suit of the negro, who finally dis- 
appeared in the fastnesses of Kin- 
chafoonee swamp, near the Sumter 
and Webster county line. 


The murder of Brightwell oc- 
curred a few miles from Richland 
Friday afternoon when the white 
man detected West hunting upon 
the Brightwell lands whic had 
been posted. The negro, who was 
warned by Brightwell that he would 
be prosecuted, according to infor- 
mation reaching here tonight, with- 
out replying fired both barrels of 
his shotgun, loaded with large bird 
shot, into Brightwell. 

Following the murder West 
sought safety in flight, making 
directly toward Kinchafoona swamp 
and succeeding in reaching its edge 
before a posse of citizens could be 
organized to pursue him. Sheriff 
Christian reached the scene of the 
killing yesterday and took charge of 
the man-hunt, but was unable to 
trace the negro after he entered the 
dense undergrowth.

PROMOTIONS IN ARMY” 
JPANED BY BAER 


Washington, December 16.—Re- 
cent promotions to the grade of 
major general in the regular army 
were intended &s a reward for ex- 
ceptional services in France, Secre- 
tary Baker explained today to a 
delegation of New England senators 


‘and representatives who called at 
the war department to give their 


personal. support to a proposal that 
Brigadier General Clarence Ed- 
wards, commanding the northeast- 
ern: department, and senior in the 
list of brigadiers, be raised to the 
‘next grade. All of the recent pro- 


motions made were of officers 
junior to General Edwards in lineal 
rank but senior to him in the over- 
seas organization. 

Explaining that General Edwards’ 
service abroad had been chiefly 4s 
commander of the 26th division, 


impossible to consider divisional 
commanders for promotion at all, 
since there still was a number of 
corps commanders to consider.” 

Of the three officers nominated 
for promotion over General Ed- 
wards, Major General Joseph T. 
Dickman, head of the southern de- 
partment, was first a corps and then 
a field army commander in France; 
Major General James G. Harbord, 
now at Gamp Travis, Texas, was in 
charge of the organization of the 
American expeditionary force as 
General Pershing’s chief of staff, 
and afterwards commanded the 
s-rvice of supply with a personnel 
of 500,000; and Major General Fran- 
‘eis J. Kernan, at present command- 
ing the Philippines, organized the 
service of supply in 
served on the mission which nego- 
tiated important armistice. matters 
with the Germans. | 

The department viéwed the serv- 
ices of these three officers as of 
greater responsibility than that of 
a division commander, Secretary 
Baker said, and was pleased to be 
able to reward them with the first 
available vacancies in the higher 
grades. 

Senator Lodge, of Massachusetts, 
who headed the delegation, declared 
there was no intention to criticise 
the selections which had been made. 
All of the nominees he and his asso- 
clates recognized to be men of un- 
usual ability. He declared, however, 
that “all of New England” was in- 
terested in the future of General 
Edwards. 

™m commenting later on the visit 
of the delegation, Mr. Baker said: 

“T told them that I was rend 4 much 
obliged for their expression of 
‘epinion;, that the question of pro- 
motion was obviously a difficult 
one, because there were so many 
distinguished officers and the num- 
ber possible to be promoted is rela- 
tively small, and that, for my part, 
so far as my advice on the question 
was concerned, I was rejecting the 
question of seniority and was en- 
deavoring to select those who held 
the most ‘difficult and important 
commands abroad.” 

While with Mr. Baker, Senator 
Lodge asked for information con-~- 
eerning the report that some nine 
hundred decorations awarded by the 
French government to members of 
the 26th division had been held up 
by higher army authorities. The 
secretary declared that he had no 
information on the matter, but 
would have the report investigated.

TAREE MEN KILLED

House Passes, 256 to 34, 
the Senate Measure to 
Continue the War-Time 
Powers Over Sugar 
Through 1920. 


Washington, December 16.—By a 
votg of 206 to 34, the »- --e Jate to- 
day passed the senate bill continu- 
ing the sugar ecualization board 
through 1920. Amendments retaining 
in force the war-time powers of the 
government for controlling prices 
and movements of sugar were ap- 
proved, necessitating the sending of 
the measure to conference commit- 
tee of the two houses. , 

While the only disputes to be set- 
tled in conference are the continu- 
ance of the war-time powers per- 
mitting licensing control of the 
Sugar business, and the requisition- 
ing of stocks or refineries, leaders 
in congress were doubtful whether 
an agreement could be reached be- 
fore the holiday recess, As passed 
by the senate, the bill repealed the 
license control, and contained no 
reference to the requisitioning 
power. 

Opposition of the bill’s support- 
ers to the repeal of these powers, 
and the unanimous criticism of the 
sugar equalization board that the 
senate bill would serve no useful 
purpose were placed . before the 
house committee before it decided 
earlier in the, day to recommeend 


cnotinuance of the powers. The board 


declared it should be vested with 
these powers as well as the power 
to place an embargo on exports. 

The house interstate commerce 
committee began hearings today on 
the proposal to place an embargo 
on sugar, but deferred final action 
until Friday. Several members of 
congress appeared before the come 
mittee to urge favorable action. In 
the house debate, however, Repre- 


sentative Fordner, republican, Mich- 


igan, declared “this emebargo talk 
is nonsense,” aS under an agreement 
of the equalization board with Great 
Britain, France and Italy, to keep 
them out of. the Cuban market, the 
United States was compelled to ex- 


port some sugar to these countries. 
House action on the bill resulted 
from a “‘speed-up” program, adopted 
by leaders late in the day. LHarlier, 
the agriculture committee unani- 
mously had recommended passage 
of the bill, and as soon as its report 
was completed the bill was called 
up under a suspension of rules. A 
two-thirds vote of the members 
present thus was required to pass 
the measure. 

Debate on the measure was large- 
ly an attack by republicans on 
President Wilson, because he had 
not ordered the purchase of the 
Cuban crop last fall by the govern- 
ment,
